If I knew I should fail In se- 
curing a certificate in consequence of a hiirh 
grade, still I would say give the county etti- 
cient, earnest workers in the school room. 
I do not very heartily endorse the present 
system of granting certificates 
The success- 


ful teacher Is composed of two distinct ele- 
ments. First, intellectual qualifications, and 
second, his ability to properly control himself 
and govern a school. The present method of 
granting certificates takes into consideration 
only the first element, while the second ia al- 
most wholly disregarded.

the other, because both are Indispensable to a 
successful teacher. If a tercher is found 
wanting in either ol these, he should be denied 
the priv ilege of teaching, for he v, ill certainly 
lull in Hccoiaptishing a good work.

Accident to an Excursion

SPRINGFIELD, III, July 19.—The 


funeral of Judge Stephen T. Logan, 
who died last Saturday morning, took 
place from his late residence at two 
o'clock this afternoon. The religions 
services were very impressive, and^were 
conducted by the venerable Father 
Hale, assisted by Rev. J. B. Allen, of 
the Christian church, after which the 
sad procession followed the remains of 
the distinguished lawyer and citizen to 
the tomb at Oak Ridge Cemetery. The 
following gentlemen acted as pall-hear 
era' Senator David Davis; 0. H. Brown- 
ing, of Quiney; Justice Scott, of the 
Supreme Court; Judge Drummond, of 
the United States Court; Gov. Shelby

The city council and the members of 
the bar in the city attended in a body. 
The funeral cortege was one of the 
largest that has ever passed the gates 
of the cemetery.

Court this afternoon at 5 o'clock, Judge 
Drummond presiding, Senator Davis 
presented the resolutions as requested 
by the Springfield bar meeting, and 
moved that they be spread upon the 
records. Judge Davis then delivered 
an address, eulogistic of the life of 
Judge Logan, which was responded to 
by Judge Drummond. The resolutions 
were ordered placed upon the records 
by the court.

of, the museum of art and a little north 
of Grayrock arch. 


It would appear from a dispatch re- 


ceived here this morning from Quebec, 
that the previously announced pro- 
gramme relative to the departure ot 
Prince 
Leopold had been changed. 


Princess Louise is reported as suffering 
from a disease contracted while salmon- 
fishing recently, and her physicians have 
advised a change of air. 
The Prince 


is also reported as very unwell, and un- 
der the care of the Princess's physician. 
His disease is said to be epilepsy. Pas- 
sage for both Princess Louise and 
Prince Leopold, with their suites, has 
been secured on the Polynesian, which 
is to sail from Quebec on the 31st of 
this month. 


There is great excitement in Stenben, 


Caitaraugus and Allegheny counties, in 
this state, over surprising oil develop- 
ments in that region. A score or more 
of test wells arc reported to be flowing 
finely. Wellsville. Allegheny county, 
is the center of the excitement. 
It is 


supposed to be an extension of the 
Bradford (Pa) oil district. Throngs of 
speculators and prospectors are already 
on the ground, and property is changing 
hands rapidly. For the present it looks 
as though Southern Allegheny was to 
become the base of oil operations, and 
Wellsville the oil city if not the center 
of the future. 
New railroads projected 


and under way, taken in connection 
with the oil pipe line passing through 
Wellsville and continuing on east to 
Klmira, with tanks of large capacity, 
multiplying all along its route, point 
quite as much to New York as to Penn- 
sylvania as the future theater of oil de- 
velopment. 


The census returns come in slowly 


from New England, and do not gener- 
ally show up very flatteringly. The 
returns from Windsor county, Vermont, 
which is the second in the state in pop- 
ulation and wealth, show a population 
of 34,992, agsinsfr. 36,064 in 1870—a 
total of twenty-four towns. 
Hartford, 


Wwthewfield, Ludlow, Weston and 
Windsor show an increase, while every 
other town shows a decrease. The re- 
lume throughout the state will probably 
•how » decrease proportionate to that 
of Windsor county.

train from Toledo to Indianapolis, leav- 
ing here at 9 o'clock yesterday evening, 
via the Wabash railway, jumped the 
track near Knox's siding, Ohio, at 
12:30 this morning.
